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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the 35 U.S.C. 102 rejections previously presented in items 3-5 
on pages 2-4, respectively, of the Final Office Action dated 8/18/08. That is, the anticipation rejections over Ogawa'959; Papazoglou, 
Miyata'759 and Ranceze have been overcome due to Applicant's amendment incorporating the limitations from claim 2 (currently cancelled) 
into independent claim 1. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 11/14/08 traversing the 
35 use 103 rejection over Ogawa'147 in view of either Miyata'759 or Miyata'854 have been fully considered but deemed unpersuasive. 
Specifically, in response to arguments concerning the presently claimed composition used for solving the problem of reducing corrosion and 
that hydrotalcite is added to the composition for trapping released halogen, this is a future intended use of the claimed compostion and 
does not patentably distinguish the present claims from the prior art of record. Whether or not Ogawa'147 includes hydrotalcite in its 
composition for a different purpose other than Applicant's purpose does not negate that the composition(s) in the prior art are encompassed 
by that of the instant claims. Moreover, Applicant's assertions regarding the non-isobutylene component in Ogawa'147 containing halogen 
and that Miyata'854 "does not aim to control a small amount of halogens thermally reduced from the end of the polymer chain" (as opposed 
to the present Invention) does not patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art because Applicant is discussing limitations 
not present in the claims. More importanly, Applicant did not proffer any substantive arguments traversing the rejection over the 
combination of the Ogawa'147 and Miyata'759 references. 
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
